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USSR EXECUTES FOUR SFIES OF UJSe ‘ .

Moscow~-During the night of Apr. 25 and 26 this year the Ministry of Home
Affairs of the USSR received data sbout the violation of the Soviet border
and the appearance over the territory of the Ukrainian SSR of a foreign
aircraft ¢f unknown country of origin. It has been established that from
the aforeseid asircraft parachutist agents of a forelgn intelligence ser-
vice were dropped. ' .

As a recult of the steps taken by the Ministry of Home Affairs of the USSR
tvo parechutists were found and arrested on Apr. 27. They called them-
selves Basil Vasilevich Vasilchenko and Leonid Nikoleyevich Matkovsky.

The captured parachutists confessed that they were diversionists and were
dropped onto Sovied territory from:ebroad by the American intelligence
service with diversionist, terrorist; and espionage tasks. The diversion-
ists déclared that, during the night of Apr. 25-26 of this year, they

were dropped onto the territory of the Ukrelnian S8R, via parachutes, from
an American four;engined'aircraft without identification marks.

During the interrogatiun, the’ diver31onists Vesilchenko .and Matkovsky con-
fessed that they bore fictious surnames given to them by the Awerican
intelligence service and that, in reality, "Vusilchenko" was Aleksander
Vadilyevich Lakhno--espionage rickname "Alek" and "Matkovsky" was Aleksandr
Nikolayevich Makov--esplonage nickname "Pit." _

Lakhno and Makov testified that, together with them, two other diversionist--
agents of the Amefican Ifitelligence service, bearing the niclhnemes "John"

and "Dick," were dropped from the same aircraft. Following measures taken
by the USSR Ministry of Home Affairs, the diversionists "John" and. "Dick"
were found -and detained on the dame day. "John" proved to be Sergei
Izosimovich Gorbunov, and "Dick"-~-Dmitril Nikolayevich Remiga.

At the time of the arrest the following objects were found in the possession
of the parachutists: firearms, cyenide polson, four shortwave radio sets

of Awerican maeke, radic beacons for directing aircraft to a target, secret
writing equipment; equipment for producing false Soviet documents, large
sums of Soviet currency, gold, foreign coins, and master copiles (words
missing~-Ed.) of leaflets of anti-Soviet content. TIn the places where the
diversionists landed open parachutes were discovered;
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The investigation into the cases of the arrested diversionists has estab-
lished that, as early as during the Great Fatherland war, Lakhnov, Mekov =~ '~
and Gorbunov were active accomplices of the German fascist occupiers, o
betrayed the Soviet people who were engaged in patriotic work against the
fascist eggressors, and participated In the operations of German punitive .
detachments against guerillas, Thus, for: instance, Lakhno betrayed five’ Y
Soviet patriots who were shot by the Gestapo; the diversionist Makov, as - -
a member of the "Black Sea' punitive bettdlion, freduently took part ‘in" )
bestialities and vidlence perpetrated by the German fascist aggres 01s r; e
agalnst Soviet patriots.: -7 . :

After the defeat of Hitlerite Germany, Lakhno, Mekov, Gorbunov, snd

Remiga fled to Western Germany where- they: easfly succeeded in finding newv °
masters and protectors in the Américan’ intelligence units. The traimors

of the country-<Lakhno, Makov,  Gorbunov, and Remiga, vho already were
experienced in-the contewmptible work of- traitors, were entolled in the
service of the Americen intelligénce unité end sent to the special espio-'f"“
nage-and diversionist school of the American intelligence service in the v
village of Bad Wiesse near Munich in Bevaria, = - e

The traitors LaLhno, Makov, Gorbunov, and Remige, under the leadership of
officers of the American intelligence service, who in their contacts with
them-used the.nicknames "Bill", -"Bob",: "Captain,"” and "Vledimir , went
through a substantial training course in the methods of orgunizing and ime-
plementing, o fhe -territory of the USSR, adté of terror, diversion, -and
espicnage military rifle shooting, and subversive activities, They were

also trained to work on American radio sets of special ‘design which were

to be used for espionage purposes.

During the investigation it was’ learned in particular that cone ‘of the ins
structors" at the -Amerlcan div ersionist terrorist school in Bad Wiesse, who *
taught méthods of. sabotage -and terror 1o the arrested parachutists, was @
captatn in the American Intelligence Service, Holladay, uAs reported by the
diversionists Lakhno, Mekow, Gorbunov, and Remiga, the American espionage

and sabotage school in Fad Wiesse is not the only "educstional establishment“
of sthis kind in West Germany.

“Schools" of this type exist elso in Munich, Frankfurt-on-Main, Kaufbeuren
and Bad Woerishofen. -'In &ll these Mschooks" the American intelligence ser-
vice secretely prepares spies, saboteurs, and’ assassins to be sent into the
Soviet Union and. the Paople s Democzecies.
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As the hemd of one of. those "schools" in Kaufbeuren in Bavaria, under the.
pseudonym "Pepper Jim", an American intelligence service man, Major Ronald
Totto Bollenbach does his very best, During 1946 and 1947 he held the post
of Assistant Air and Naval Attache of the United States in Moscow.

The diversionists Lakhnho, Makov, Gorhunov, and Remige testified that after
they concluded their course of training in Bad Wiesse, the American intelli-
gence service amen equipped -them with false Soviet passports and forged mili-
tary papers, firearws, polsons, radio sets, ccdes, ciphers, and other equip-
ment; and on Apr. 23 of this yesr, accowpanied by the above mentioned
officer of the American intelligence service, Ceptain Holladay, they were
all delivered on an American alrcraft from Munich to the airport in Athens,

At the Athens airport #he divepslonists were met by a major in the American
intelligence service, Harold Irving Fiedler,whe went three times to the
USSR in 1951 under the guise of .& diplomatic courier of the U.S, State
Departwent. On the evening of Apr. 25 the diversionists were eguipped with
parachutes and placed by Fidler on the aforementioned four-engined Ameri-
can aircraft without identification marks; the eircraft delivered them to
the place where they were dropped onto the territory of the USSR,

The arrested diversionists report that the American Intellipgence service
instructed them to penetrate to Kiev and Odessa, and first of all, by any

" means~-including the assassination of Soviet people--to obtaln genuine Soviet
docusents, to replace them with those forged by the American intelligence
service, to settle down with the aid of these documents in the aforesaid
towns, esteblisbh contact in code~-by means of the radio sets which they had
earlier recelved--with the American intelligence radio center in Western
Germany, for the purpose of receiving further instructions from the Ameri-
can intelligence service on the practical implementation of acts of terror
and sabotage on the tertitory of the USSR,

The investigation of the case of diversionists A. V. Lakhno, A. N. Makov,
S. I, Gorbunov, and D. N, Reuiga has been concluded by the USSR Ministry of
Home Affairs and the cese of the above-mentioned persons was passed for
examination to the Military Collegium of the USSR Supreuwe Court,
